T is humbly offered to the Conſtderation of this Honourable Houſe, That the white 
Sugar Planters, by an Accompt untruly ſtated; delivered by them to the Committee 
of the Houſe of Lords, they doe Aſſent that unpurged brown Sugars doe produce cleare 
of Charges to the Merchant above Nineteen (hillings and nine pence each hundred 
weight, whereas it is moſt true, and is ready to be made appeare by exa& Accompts, 0 

the Sale of that ſort of Sugars which came from Barbadoes, tothe hands of ſeverall 
Merchants of good Credit the laſt year, that they doe not produce above Eleven 
fillings a Hundred, and ſome not above Ten Shillings, and the Planters them- 
ſelves in their ſaid Accompt, Rating white Sugars but at Fifty Shillings per Hundred, 
which is Ten Shillings under their Juſt and Indifferent value, do make them to pro: 
duce Thirty nine Shillings per Hundred, which is near four for one And it is rea- 
dy to be made appear, that ſeveral parcels of white Berbadoes Sugar, have been lately 


ſold at Seventy four and Seventy ſix Shillings per Hundred by an Eminent white 
Sugar Planter, at which Trice they produce ahn-1e fine to ane. 


And it is farther humbly Propoſed, that if it ſhall Pleaſe this Houſe to reduce the 


Rate of unpurged Brown Sugar to half a farthing per pound, his Majeſty will theres 
by receive a Greater and more Certain Revenue, then by Impoſing one farthing per 
pound on the ſaid Sugar, foraſmuch as at a half. farthing per pound, all or the 
greateſt part of the unpurged Sugars, that ſhall be Imported from his Majeſties Plan- 


tations will be Refined, and Conſumed in this Kingdom, and his Majeſtie will re-. 


ceive the full Exciſe thereof, as weil as of Whites 5 when as Paying one farthing per 


| per pound the Refiner caunot be encouraged to ManufaGor them; and being for 


noe other uſe, they muſt be Exported to Forreien Markets, whereby His Majeſtie will 


220t onely loſe the whole duty of Exciſe, but alſo half of the Cuſtomes Inwards, which 


will be Returnable upon the Exportation, and ſo the Manufature will be wholly loſt 
to this Kingdom; And Forreign Nations will reape the Sole Benefit thereof. 
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
